S.O. 620 (EL—Whereas certain proposals to revise the minimum rates of wages payable to the employees 
employed in the Agriculture was published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub-Section 
(ii) dated the 9th July, 1991 as required by clause (b) of Sub-Section (i) of Section 5 of the Minimum Wages 
Act, 1918 (11 of 1918) under the Notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour No. S.O. 
458 (E) dated 9th July, 1991 for information of and inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely 
to be affected thereby, till the expiry of the period of two months from the date on which copies of the 
Gazette containing the said Notification were made available to the public; 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were made available to the public on the 9th July, 1991; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received on the said proposals have been considered by the 
Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a) of Sub-Section (1) of Section 3 read with 
Clause (iii) of Sub-Section (1) of Section 4 and Sub-section (2) of Section 5 ol the aforesaid Act, and in 
supersession of the Government of India, the Ministry of Labour's Notification No. S.O. 112(E) dated the 
12th February, 1985 relating to minimum rates of wages payable to employees employed in the employment 
in Agriculture, the Central Government after consulting the Minimum Wages Advisory Board constituted by 
the Central Government as required under the proviso to the said Section 5 hereby fixes the minimum rates 
of wages per day per employee as specified in Columns (2) to (4) of the Schedule annexed hereto, payable 
to the categories of employees mentioned against them in Column (1) thereof, in the employment in Agricul¬ 
ture and directs that this Notification shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette 

The revised minimum rales of wages shall consist of (a) basic rates of wages as set out in Columns (2) to 
(4) of the Schedule, annexed to this Notification and payable to the categories of employees employed in 
the employment in agriculture as specified in Column (1) thereof; and (b) a special allowance (hereinafter referred 
to as Variable Dearness Allowance). The Variable Dearness Allowance shall be adjusted by the Chief Labour 
Commissioner (Central) at au interval of every six months commencing the 1st October and 1st April on the 
basis of the average Consumer Price Index Numbers lor “Agricultural Labourers” (Base 1960-61=100) for 
the preceding six months ending on 30th June and 31st December every year, respectively at the rate of six 
paise for every point rise or fall in Consumer Price Index Numbers beyond 913 points which is the 12 monthly 
moving average of Consumer Price Index Numbers for Agricultural labourers (Base 1960-61 = 100) as on 
31-12-1991.

NOTE “All categories of workers who have worked for 240 days or more in a year shall be paid 5% 
extra wages over and above the basic minimum rates of wages every year. It means, if Rs. 28/- is the 
basic minimum wage/day, the employee who has put in one year’s service will get Rs. 29,40 in 
the second year and Rs. 30.90 in the 3rd year and so on.This increment shall be rounded off'to the 
nearest 10 paisc. 

EXPLANATION : 

For the purpose of this Notification Areas \ and Areas B in Annexure to this Notification shall res¬ 
pectively comprise all the places as specified in the said annexure as such areas, and include all places within a 
distune of Fifteen kilometres from the periphery of a Municipal Corporation or Municipality or Catonment 
Board or Notified Area Committee of a particular place, and areas ‘C’ shall comprise of all the other 
places nol mentioned in Ihe Annexure and to which the Minimum Wages Act, 194S extends. 
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2. Where in any area the minimum rates of wages fixed under this notification arc lower than the mini¬ 
mum rates of wages fixed by the State Government for employees in the scheduled employment of agriculture in 
respect of which it is the appropriate Government the higher rate shall be deemed as minimum wage fixed under 
the notification. 


3. (a) “Unskilled work” mean, ■.vork which invokes simple operations requiring little or no skill or 
cxp'riutce on thj job 

(b) "Semi-skilled work” means work which involves some degree ol skill or competence acquired through 
experience on the job and which is capable of being performed under the supervision or guidance of a 
skilled supervisory work 

(c) “Skilled work” means work which involves skill or competence acquired through experience on the 
job or through training as in apprentice in a technical or vocational institute and the performance of which 
calls for initiative and judgement; 

(d) “Highly skilled work’ means work winch call for a high degree of perfection and full competence 
in the performance of certain tasks acquired through intensive technical or professional training or practical 
work-experience for long years and also requites a worker to assume full responsibility for the judgement or deci¬ 
sions involved in the execution of these tasks. 


4. The minimum rates of wages include also the wages for weekly day of rest, 

5. The minimum rates of wages are applicable to employees employed by contractors also. 

6. (a) The minimum rates of wages for young persons below 18 years of age shall be 80% of the rates payable 
to adult workers of the appropriate category. 

(b) The minimum rates of wages for disabled persons shall be equal to those of able bodied persons of 
appropriate category. 

7. The places added or upgraded from time to time by the Ministry of Financo for the purpose of payment 
of HRA to Central Government employees shall be taken to be added from such date for the purpose of 
classification specified in this Annexure. 

8. The minimum rates of wages and Special Allowance both constitute the minimum rates oi wages to 
be enforceable under the Minimum Wages Act, 1948.
